"The destroyed road bridge in Tioca (I! 52/2 31), located on. 
Rcichsstrasse (highway) Ho 169, consisted of one L5-noier and 
three 101-saetsr spans. It ran parallel to a railroad bridge, 
both bridges resting an the sane piers, Tho road bridge, which 
was destroyed in 19L5, has boon completely removed in the moan- 
time. The railroad bridge, on tlio other hand , has been repaired 
and is in operation. In order to create crossing facilities for 
vehicular traffic, the second track of the railroad bridge was 
dismantled and replaced by a plank floor. Vehicular traffic thus 
non uses the railroad bridge, a fact which rostra eta r ailr oad 
operations to one track. The costs for the reconstruction of the 
road bridge are estimated at 3,2 million eastmarks. The recon- 
struction would require a period of three yearsj it is envisaged 
in the framework of the Five-Yoar-Plan for 1952/5L, The project 
would require 2,300 tons of steel and approximately !j 00 tons of 
cement," « 
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
